= | Ramon Lopez Atones for the Murder 


_ Of Pretty Mary Dezirello. 


He Admits the Justice of His Sentence 
and Embraces Religion. 


TheCondemned Man Meets His Fate 
Without Weakening—His Ter- 
rible Crime—A Former 
Victim. 


By Telegraph to The Times. : 
SANTA BARBARA, Jan. 26.—{Special,] 

Another life has been snuffed out in 

obedience to the mandates of the law. 


'Ramon E, Lopez was executed on the 
gallows here today by the Sheriff of 
this county in a most expeditious and 


faultiess manner. People who have 
witnessed a large number of executions 
say that they never saw anything of 
the kind so perfectly accomplished. 

The sentence of Lopez said that he 
should be hanged by the neck until 
dead some time between the hours of 
10 a. m. and 3 p. m. of today. Sheriff 
Broughton had not given out what 
would be the exact time of the hang- 
ing. By 10 e’clock, however, a large 
number of curious people, including a 
few women, Wére on the grounds, some 
of whom, of course, held permits which 
wore to admit the bearers to the jail 
yard. About this time it was rumored 
around that the execution would be at 
11 o’elock. 

THE FAVORED FEW. 

At 10:30 o’clock the gate to the jail 
inclosure was opened, and the ticket- 
holders were allowed to passin one at 
a time, but before they were permitted 
to pass under the canvas where the 
scaffold was erected, each one was re- 
quired to sign his hame ina te 
blank book, which was kept near t 
entrance. About one bundred 
fifty names were registered in tile 
manner, which constituted probably 
three-fourths of those who witnessed 
the execution. At 10:57 o’clock Sheriff 
Broughton ascended the platform, and, 
addressing the crowd below, said: 
“Gentlemen, I think that a proper 
respect for the prisoner requires that 
you should all remove your ‘bats nme 
ceasé smoking when he comes u 
the platform. Please do so from 
time until the execution is over.”’

haye offended, to forgive him; he is 
ready.”’ 

Lopez’s arms and legs were then 
tied securely by the deputies. In 
about one minute the black cap was 
placed over his head, followed imme- 
diately by the fatal rope, and at 11:05 
Sheriff Broughton pressed the pedal to 
the platform with ,his right foot, the

SHOT LIKE AN ARROW 
through the aperture beneath him, a 
distance of six and a half feet, and 
there he remained suspended for fif- 
teen minutes, during which time not 
one tremor or convulsion of any kind 
was discernabie. His neck had been 
dislocated by the fall, and he moved 
not a muscle. 

The body vibrated very slightly but 
did not turn round, and remained ex- 
‘actly as when it ‘dropped.’ This was 
considered very remarkable by the 
crowd. The knot, which haa been 
placed under the left ear, by some 
means slipped around almost uuder 
the center, of the chin,

‘the corpse was lowered intoa coflin 
and was taken away by a local under- 
taker.

Lopez soon 
after turned his face to the south and 
upward, and seemed for a moment to 

GAZE FULL UPON THE SUN, 
which shone in uninterrupted rays 
upon him. This was his ouly volun- 
tary act while on the piatform, except 
Kissing the cross, which the priest 
placed to his lips. The rest of the 
time he stooa perfectly still with his 
eyes closed, and was apparently the 
most composed man on the platform.

The murder he committed was 
among the most atrocious and inexcus- 
able known to the annals of crime. 
About 8 o’clock in the morning of Oc- 
tober 20, s Last, he called at the home of 


his victim in one of the _prin- 
cipal residence streets' of this 
city, summoned her to his 
side, and without even the 


pretext of a personal quarre!, sbot ber 
down on the spot. She was his sweet- 
heart, and they bad been engaged to 
be married. Her parents were oppused 
to the match and she felt compelled to 
break off the engagement, and for this 

she lost fer life! Her name was Mary 
Dezirello, and she wus young, beauti- 
ful, and accomplished. 

_ WANTED TO LYNCH HIM. 

The reading public will probably re- 
member the frantic attempts of a mob 
which came near lynching ‘the mur- 
derer, and of bis being spirited away 
by the officers to Ventura, and later to 
Los Angeles, in order to save his neck. 
&/ He remained in the Los Angeles 
County Jaii for a month and 
was then returned to this city. 
He was tried in December last and 
promptly convicted of murder in the 
first degree, the jury occupying only 
twenty minutes in finding a verdict. 

ANOTHER VICTIM. 

But this was not his only crime. He 
killed Henry Heidt in Los Ange 
les in 1883,in a row at a dance, and 
got three years at San Quentin for 
manslaughter, but was pardoned out a 
few years since by Gov. Stoneman. 
Lopez has not been guilty of any of 
the smaller vices so common to mur- 
derers. On the contrary, he has gen- 
erally led a quiet, peaceable and in- 
dustrious life, but has always been 


temper. 
THE SOLACE OF RELIGION. 
-During the last few days of bis life 
he was under the aimost constant 
tutorage of his father confessor. His 
prison life has otherwise been quiet 
and uneventful. A few Christian 
ladies did, occasionally, visit him and 
pray and sing in bis presence. He 
‘was alWays attentive and respectful to 
them, and generally asked them to re- 
turn again. There has been a notabie 
lack of that sickly sentimentality io 
his case so often displayed by the mor- 
bid and curious, it may be worth 
while to state that after the murder, 
and before he left the spot, Lovez fired 
two shots over his own bead as. if to 
take his own life; but he seems to have 
exercised considerabie caution in doing 
so, since neither of the shots took 
effect. 
A STRANGE ADVERTISEMENT. 

A few days before the killing this 
extraordinary notice appeared over 
Lopez’s siguature in one of the local 
papers: 

All those desiring to marry a certain girl. 
might be on the lookout, as their steps.

This was no doubt meant for a 
threat against avy genti¢eman who 
might sue for the girl’s hand in mar- 
riage.

HIM UP FOR TRIAL. 


They Demand That the Murderer of 


Few Talis Be Hanged on the 
Same Gallows — At 
Pine Ridge, 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Caicaco, Jan. 26.—(By the Assoéi- 
ated Press.) Lieut. Chamber! ain, 
arrived today from Pine Ridge, says 
that the slayer of Lieut. Casey is a 
graduate of Carlisle (Pa.,) Indian 
School and a son of the promipgnt 
Sioux, No Water. The murderer was 
about to be turned over to the soldiers 
for trial, when the news of the murder 
of the Indian Few Tails by whites 
was received. The Indians then said 
that they would deliver Casey’s mur- 
derer wheu the murderer of Few Tails 
was brought in and both banged to- 
gether. - y’s murderer is still being 
shielded. 

Asst. Adjt.-Gen. Corbin received a 
telegram from Gen. Miles tonight Mg 
ing that he will leave tomorrow for 
Chicago with about thirty Indians, in- 
cluding Kicking Bear and Short Bull. 
They will be kept at Fort Sheridan, 
Chicago. This is not the delegation 
going to Washington. 

GEN. MILES DEPARTS. 

Pine (8. D.,) Jan. 26.—Gen. 
Miles and staff left for Chicago at 
noon, leaving Gen. Shafter in com- 
mand at the agency.

SUGGESTIONS FOR THE CITRUS 
FAIR, 


Whatever may be thought of the 
quantity or quality of the Nortbern. 
citrus orange crop, all Southern Cali- 
fornians who have visited the fair at 
Marysville agreeastoonething. That 
show excelled this year—as it did the 
previous year—our Southern Califor- 
nia Citrus Fair, in the attractiveness 
and originality of its designs. Down 
here, we content ourselves chiefly with 
the solid merit of- our fruit, as dis- 
played in boxes or piles of oranges. 
Up North, willing hande, work for 
weeks in arranging designs for the at- 
tractive display of the fruit. “As a 
citrus fair is chiefly an advertising 
medium—and 4 first-class advertising 
medium itis—this feature is no more 
to be despised than is the character of 
the type in which an advertisement 
is set. 

Our next citrus fair promises to far 
overshadow anything of the sort that 
has yet been held. Notonly Los An- 
geles, but also San Bernardino and 
San Diego counties will make an ex- 
tensive showing. There will be at 
least haif a dozen orange-growing 
settlements in San Bernardino repre- 
sented, and each of these places in- 
tends to select an original design, 
which will be recorded by the fair au- 
thorities to prevent duplication. It 
would be a good idea for other sections 
to imitate this plan. A visitor will 
carry much longer in his mind the 
name of a place that makes such an at- 
tractive exhibit than of another which 
only shows a name and a pile of boxes. 
Besides, it tends to increase the at- 
tendance of the general public and to 
make the faira success. We do not 
advocate the creation ofsuch monstros- 
ities as bears and locomotives formed 
of oranges, which figured among the 
Maryville exhibits, but there are plenty 
of pretty architectural and other de- 


‘signs to select from. 


The value of a citrus fair as an ad- 
vertisement for a section is not yet 
fully appreciated by our people. Hith- 
ertothe orange-growers have had to 
bear all the expense, which is not just. 
Land-owners on orange-producing sec- 
tions are quite as much interested in 
making the fair a success as are the 
growers, and should bear their share 
of the burden. If we show as much 
public spirit as our northern brethren, 
we shall not by any means rest content 
with the legislative appropriation, 
which, by the way, expires this year. 


THE MANAGEMENT OF <THE IN- 
DIANS. 


We. have received from the In- 
ian Rights Association a circular 
inclosing. a statement from Bishop 
Hare of Sioux Falls, asserting that 
the evidence compels the conclusion 
that, among the Pine Ridge In- 
dians at least, hunger has been an 
important element in the causes of dis- 
content and insubordination. There- 
upon the association represents the 
real cause of this trouble as founded 
upon the following grounds: 


lst. The spoils ‘system, which removes 
competent and experienced officials and puts 
in their places men who are inexperienced, 
frequently incompetent, and sometimes pos- 
itively bad. ‘The evil results of this system 
are apparent under Republican and Demvo- 
cratic administrations alike. Had the merit 
System been in vogue, it is evident that the 
growing discontent among the Sioux, aris- 
ing from other causes, would have been 
promptly ascertained and reported upon so 
that a remedy might have been applied. I: 
is also evident that authority and contro) 
at Pine Ridge broke down under invapable 
management. 

2nd, Hunger and suffering, from adimin- 
ished food supply. 

3rd. Failure on the part of the Govern- 
ment to promptly fulfill the full terms of the 
agreement recently made with the Sioux by 
which eleven million acres of land were 
ceded to white settlement. 

4th. The influence of evil-disposed In- 
dians, such as Sitting Bull, Red Cioud, and 
others, who took advant ge of all these con- 
ditions and of the excitement incident to 
the Messiah craze to foment diacontent un- 
til it had reached the point of armed resist- 
auce, robbery and bloodshed, 


The association expresses the belief 
thatthe only hope for better things 
lies in the placing of the Indian service 
under a single gompetent, experienced 
head, who shall report directly to the 
President and whoshall not bs removed 
from the office for political reasons; 
also the complete divorce of the str- 
vice from partisan politics, so that the 
conduct of the service shal! no longer 
be dominated by Senators and mem- 
bers of the House, who now, in all 
States and Territories where Indian res- 
ervations are located, practically con- 
trol appointments under what is 
known as the “home rule’ system of 
appointment. 

These suggestions are, so far, good, 
but the association adds that, while 
strongly doubting the expediency of a 
transfer of Indian affairs to.the War 
Department, ‘it would be an admir- 
able thing if many competent and ex- 
perienced officers in the army, who 
thoroughly understand the Indian, 
were detailed to serve as Indian 
Why not, then, let the War 

epartment take charge, as Gen. 
Miles recommends? There is no fear 
that the Indians will not receive strict 
justice from the army, and their con- 
trol would then be above suspicion of 
political or financial interest. All 
whose opinions are of the most weight 
agree that this is the best possible so- 
lution of the Indian problem. “

A TANGLE OF WIRES. 


TELEGRAPH “COMPANIES LOSE 
HEAVILY BY THE STORM. 


| Eastern Citles Just Beginning to Es- 


tablish Communication With 
Outside World—Ex- 
ss tent of the Damage. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

New York, Jan. 26.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] This city was isolated 
this morning, telegraphic communica- 
tion being only partially restored. 
Large forces of men are still at work 
clearing the streets of fallen poles and, 
broken wires, and the whole force of 
the police and fire departments are 


doing patrol duty to guard against 


fires, as all the fire-alarm wires within 
the city are stilldown. The streets 
are rendered almost impassable by 
falien poles and tangled wires. At 1 
o’clock this afternoon Associated Press 
dispatches from the West began to ar- 
rive, and were the first news dispatches 
from the outside world since last 
night. The wires of the Maritime 
Exchange are all down, and revenue 
cutters have been pressed iuto service 
between Sandy Hook and this city. 
The damage to the electrical com- 
panies of the city is estimated at $509,- 
000. The Western Union now has one 
wire to Albany, one to Buffalo and one 
to Chicago. For New England every- 
thing has still to go by train to New 
Haven. No wire is yet working be- 
tween this city and Philadelphia or 
points south. 

Yesterday’s storm was by far the 
worst that the telegraph companies 
here ever had to deal with. An idea 
of the wreckage may be gathered from 
the fact that out of 1500 wires running 
into this city, the Western Union had 
but three working this morning. The 
others, with many of the poles lie be- 
side railway tracks, across fields and 
in trees. The Postal Telegraph Com- 
pany bad not one wire working out 
irom the city, while the Metropolitan 
Telegraph and Telephone Company 
estimates that 25000f its wires are 
laid low. 

Two weeks of unceasing effort will 
be required to get the wires back into 
the condition which existed before the 
storm. 

In New York City proper, the num- 
ber of wires down is roughly estimated 
at 4500 and the poles down 250. In 
addition to the forest of poles strewn 
about the streets, as many more were 
hanging in a dangerous condition. 
Immense gangs of men were busy all 
day removing the snow aud wreck. It 
wus impossible to report any incoming 
vessels from the Llighlauds or Sandy 
Hook, as not only were the wires 
down, but a heavy veil of mist hung 
over the bay. The steamships Bre- 
tagne. and Aurania came in this 
morning incrusted in snow and 
ice. They were due yesterday, but 
owing to the severity of the storm, were 
compelled to slacken their speed. As 
far as could be seen from the Barge 
office today, the bay was strewn with 
vessels with their rigging and canvas 
coated with ice. Damage done to the 
telegraph and telephoae service in 
is estimated at $150,000. 
The Jersey City fire alarm system was 
rendered useless. ‘The New York 
Stock Exchange was completely cut off 


-from all quarters, but the London and 


bear traders had great fun in hammer- 
ing everything in sight. 

Advices from Sea Girt, Asbury Park, 
Long Branch and other poiuts, report 
great damage along the Jersey coast. 
The surf cut into the bluff and beach 
at many points, houses were unroofed 
and all wires blown down. As far as 
can be learned, no vessels are ashore, 
although several have been seen in dis- 
tress outside. At 10 o’clock tonight 
the Western Uuion reported fifteen 
wires to the west, a gain of twelve 
since morning. There is no commu- 
nication yet with Philadelphia, Wash- 
ington or Southern points. 4 

The telegraph situation in this State 
if not Much improved over that of last 
night. The storm was particularly de- 
structive in the section of country be- 
tween Philadelphia and Harrisburg. 
Many telegraph poles are down or out 
of position. Very few trains can be 
ber without wires, aud these at a great 
risk. 

THROUGHOUT NEW ENGLAND. 

Boston, Jau. 26.—The storm in this 
city completely demoralized the fire- 
alarm telegraph, and the entire force 
of firemen patroled the city all night. 
The telegraph, telephone ani electric 
light companies also suffered heavy 
losses. The same condition ot affairs 
is reported from several otber points of 
New England. Fall River reports that: 
Sound boats had a hard time, but ar- 
rived safely. At Manchester, N. H., 
the storm lasted nine hours, fifteen 
inches of snow falling. Nashua, N. 
H., reports the worst storm of the sea- 
son, with twelve inches of snow ob- 
structing travel. 

TUE STORM AT PHILADELPHIA, 

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 26.—The snow 
was heavy this morning and a number 
of smali freight wrecks are’ reported. 
The damage to property by the storm 
is large. Throughout New Jersey 
trains are obliged to feel their way, as 
the telegraph poles and wires are all 
down. It will take days to repair the” 
damages. Mails are from one to ten 
bours late. ‘The greatest delay and 
damage were near the coast. 

IN PENNSYLVANIA. 
> WILKESBARRE (Pa.,) Jan. 26.—Yes- 
terday’s storm was very severe 
throughout thissection of the State. 
Telegraph, telephone and electric 
light wires are down in all directions, 
and communication ig interrupted. In 
the country much damage wag done by 
snow, the breaking down of trees, 
crusbing barn roofs, ete. 

IN NEW JERSEY. 

BELVIDERE (N. J.,) Jan. 26.—The 
storm was very severe ali through 
Northern New Jersey. All telegraphic 
and telephonic communication was cut 
off, and railroad trains delayed. In 
some parts of this county the snowfal! 
was very heavy.

HIS ATTORNEY’S BEG FOR MERCY 


The Case Given to the Jury ata Late 
Hour Last Evening—The Case 
Looks Black for the 

Ex-Justice. 


The question as to whether or not ex-City 
Justice Walter C. Lockwood is or is not 
guilty of the crime of embezz ement now 
rests with the jury. At 5:30 last evening 
the testimony in the case was ail in, the ar- 
gument had been made, the court bad de- 


ilvered the instructions it had decided to al- |. 


low and the jury retired to deliberate. — 

The twelve good men and true were first 
taken out by the bailiff and given dinner. 
They then returned to the jury room and 
from 7 o’clock antil 10:30 they ballotted 
without arriving at an agreement. At 9:45 
Judge Smith got tired of waiting for the 
verdictand went home, leaving instructions 
that the jury be locked up for the night. 

There is no question but that a strong 
case was made against the defendant, and 
itis dificult to understand just exactly 
what can be hanging the jury. lt was 
stated last evening that they sioud ten for 
conviction aud two for acquittal, 

The testimony which the people put in in 
rebuttal yesterday was certainly pointed 
and conelusive. It materially dissipated 
the testimony of the defendant himself, and 
established the fuct that somebody had 
erred in statements made to the jury, 
either purposely ur otberw se, 

Tae argument was much on the usual 
lines. Atiorneys Knight and Ling 
claimed that Lockwood was being “per- 
secuted by the hounds of the law.” 
N. B, Walker, the former clerk of Lock- 
wood’s court, came In for considerable able- 
bodied abuse. Mr. Knight said that bé Was 
“runuing a race with Ananlas,” and other- 
wise intimated that he was not a reliable 
witness. Mr.Ling made one of his furensic 
effurts, covering about three-quarters of an 


hour. 

District Attorney McLachlan made the 
closing argument for the peopie, and he ac- 
quitted himself in an admirable manner, 
uuch the satisfaction of his friends. It 
was his maiden effurt as public prosecutor. 
When be resumed his seat he was generally 
congratulated. 

The first witness on the stand yesterday 
Was shorthand rep -rter Maxwell. te 


said that as he had mvuved out of 
his oflices on First street b March 
15, it was impossible for Lock- 
wood to have paid over to Morton 


the $300 cash bail, as heclaims hedid. The 
bal! was paid on the 24tn of March, Lock- 
wood swore, in Maxweil’s office on First 
street. Maxwell swore that he did not oc- 
ouny those offices at that time. 

. RK. Biackman swore that on July 8 
and 29 last he was examining the docket of 
Lock wood’s under authority from the 
Board of Supervisors, He found the Mor- 
ton case and asked Lockwood ab ut it. 
Lock wood told him that he still held #300 
cash Dail in that case and that it was unset- 
tied. For this reason Mr, Blackman had 
not reported it to the B ard. 

At the afternoon sessiin John H. F, Peck. 
foreman of the late Grand Jury, swore that 
when Lock wood firs: producod the alleged 
receipt in the grand-jury room for the $500, 
he had said that it wa8 Morton’s, and that 
it was signed by him. Lockwood had also 
informed the jury that the money was paid 
back to Morton on the day indicated by the 
receipt, which would be March 25. k- 
wood swore tothe contrary on direct ex- 
amination, and swore that the receipt was 
signed by Mrs. Morton, and that the more 
was paid back on the evening of thé 24 
instead of the 25th. 

The argument was opened by Assistant 
District Attorney McComas for the proseca- 
tion, He addressed the jury for about ao 
hour, reyiewing the facts and evidence 
shown up in the case, : 

Mr, Knight then madéa plea for the de- 
tendant. Foremao Peck of the Grand Jury 
and Clerk Waiker,- both witnesses for the 
poopie, were handled witbout gloves. Mr, 

Vaiker’s testimony, so Mr. Knight as-

Mr, Ling, in a most pathetic voice, argued 
with the jury for a | au hour, urging 
them to acquit Lockwood. He, too, claimed 
that the whole prosecution was nothing but 
a persecution. ‘he case, he said, was full 
ot errors, and if ever a case needed unvyeil- 
ing it was thisone. There was some power 
urging on “the hounds of the law,” but 
what it was God only knew. Witnesses 
Peck and Walker came in for a few wofds 


which were scarcely what might be termed.
